■'  SANmCRY  CIRai£STANCES  OF  THE  /J^EA. 


WATER  » Sources,  of  SudpIv.  ,r  „. 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company,  which  covers  an  area  of 
some  272  square' miles  in  parts  of  Surrey,  Hants,  and  Berks.. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Company *s  deep  wells 
in  the  chalk  at  Grejwvell,  . near  Odihem=  and  at  Itchell,  near 
Crondallj  together  with  the  pumping  stations  at  Frimley  and 
the  station  at  Beenha:m’s  Heath,  near  V/okingham. 

Treatment. 

The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5*5  grains 
per  gallon,  and  is  subject  to  treatment  by  aeration,  sand 
filtration  and  chlorination  before  being  pumped  into  supply. 
The  Company  are  required  by  statute  to  reduce-  the  hardness  of 
v/atcr-  supplied  to  a limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon,  and  in 
viev;  of  this  condition  the  supplies  of  water  from  Itchell, 
Greyj/ell  and  Beenham*s  Heath  which  have  a total  hardness  of 
19.5  grains  per  gallon,  are  subjected  to  treatment  by  lime 
process  in  addition  to  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Purity-  of  Supolv. 

All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state 
before  treatment,  but  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  is 
introduced  into  the  normal  process  of  treatment  in  conformity 
v.dth  modern  ,\7aterworks  practice. 
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Samples  of  water  from  the  high  am  low  level  mains  in 
the  District  have  show’n  a consistantly  high  standard  of 
organic  and  bacteriological  purity, 

(I  have  pleasure  in  achowledging  the  information 
relating  to  the  supply  and  treatment  of  water  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-V/essex  Vfeter  Company). 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  MD  SALVAGE. 

Difficulty  in  maintaining  a regular  collection  of 
house  and  trade  refuse  referred  to  in  my  last  report  continued 
throughout  the  year  due  to  the  shortage  of  suitable  labour* 

The  delay  was  minimised  by  the  introduction  of  a larger  ty^e 
vehicle  on  one  part  of  the  District  and  also  by  complete 
reorganisation  of  the  routes  of  all  freighters. 

The  main  item  of  note  which  occurred  in  relation  to 
salvage  was  the  removal  by  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the 
compulsory  direction  to  local  authorities  in  respect  of  waste 
paper  collection^  this  was  followed  by  a substantial  fall 
in  ruling  prices  butj  unlike  many  other  authorities,  the 
Council  was  able  to  continue  to  dispose  of  all  paper  collected 
and  the  scheme  was  continued  with  a result  that  both  the 
tonnage  and  income  were  the  highest  recorded  in  the  District.

Immediate  action  was  taken  and  in  association  with  the 
Veterinary  Investigation  Department  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  it  was  found  possible  to  isolate 
the  infected  cow  for  slaughter  under  the  provision  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  193S»  SubseqiB  nt  samples  of  the  milk 
from  the  herd  were  certified  to  be  NQIT-Tuberculous .

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  ait  3 dairy  premises 
in  the  district^  including  the  provision  of  new  impervious 
walls  and  flooring,  drainage,  installation  of  modem 
equipment  for  sterilising,  and  enlargement  of  refrigeration 
stores.

.The  Council  has ' continued  to  adnlnster  the  pV*ovisions 
of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919  and  has. 
continued  to  make  available  a specialised  and  free  service 
to  occupiers  of  dwellings.  Charges  are  m&de  in  respect  of 
similar  services  provided  at  Com'Brcial  and  Tiidustidal  ' ' - 
Premises.  . 

During  the  year  306. premises  v;ere  treated  for  ,rat  and 
mice  infestations  and  as  a result  of  this  vi/ork  2,771  rats' 
were  destroyed. 

: A survey  of  the  Council’s  sewers  was  carried  out  in 
the  months -of  March, : July  and  September  at  the  request  of 
the  Ministry,  of  Agriculture  ajid  Fisheries.  During  the  test  _ 
70  manholes  were  baited  and  resulted  in  "takes”  at  3 points, 
which  may  be  regarded  as  a very  satisfactory  result.

Petroleum  (Regulations)  Acts,  1928  ~ 19^6 , 

Thirty-seven  licences  v/ere  issued  during  the  year, 
sanctioning  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  or  petroleum 
mixtures  in  the  form  of  cellulose. 

Storage  for  bulk  supplies  of  petroleum  spirit  is 
provided  in  underground  steel  tanks  varying  in  capacity 
from  250  to  2,000  gallons.  Cellulose  paint  spraying 
mixtures  are  stored  in  metal  containers  of  one  to  five 
gallon  capacity  - bulk  supplies  of  these  commodities  are 
kept  in  brick,  metal  or  other  approved  fireproof 
structures .
